New York, Feb. 19 — In his cell at 
i Sing Sing, law yer Albert PatHek, now 
j serving ti commuted sentence of lib' 
imprisonment for th*' murder of \Vil- 
j Ham Marsh Rice, is preparing to renew 
i his fight for freedom. 
Two week? 
hence Ii is case will come before the 
filii Appellate Division on a writ of 
habeas corpus. 
Patrick himself will 
appear before the court and argue in 
j support of his contention that the com* 
limitation of Hie death penalty to life 
FIRE 'imprisonment by 
tit.' late Governor 
Higgins was not warranted, in that i; 
was a change of punishment not pro­ 
vided by statute for Hi*' 
crime 
for 
which Patrick was convicted, and that 
the change was to his disadvantage, 
In that it was an imposition of a differ­ 
ent and greater punishment. 
Many 
eminent legal lights do not hesitate to 
express the opinion that 
the noted 
prisoner is in sight of freedom. 
Patrick’s fight for life is the most 
remarkable of its kind eve made in 
this country. 
His fight for freedom 
promises to be equally notable, and 
perhaps as successful. 
No other per­ 
son was over confined as long in a 
death house awaiting execution as was 
Patrick. 
For more than four years 
and a half he lived within the shadow 
of the eiectic ' hair. 
During that time 
lie was present when seventeen other 
unfortunates were taken from their 
cells and marched along the narrow 
passage 
which 
separates 
the 
con­ 
demned cell block from the execution 
chamber. 
Several times Patrick saw 
the death watch close in upon him J 
He heard the State authorities as they 
tested the electric current in the room 
adjoining the one where his cell was 
located. His sentence was finally com-; 
muted to life Imprisonment by Gover­ 
nor Higgins in December, 1906. 
Patrick was convicted of murder in 
the first degree by a jury in the New 
York courts on March 26, 1902. and 
was sentenced on April 8, to be put 
to death in the week beginning on 
May .i of that year. 
He was tried for 
the killing of William Marsh Rh e. an 
aged Texas millionaire, who died un­ 
der suspicious circumstances on Sept. 
IHMO. in his apartment in this city 
Patrick had been R ices legal adviser 
for nine months before the latter'^ 
death, and during that time his client 
was said to have made a will which 
transferred his entire estate, amount­ 
ing to $4,000,000, to the lawyer.

of the estate was left to found the 
Ri*v Memorial Institute in I lousier, 
leva-,.
